This  film  shows  the  fitting  points  to  check  when  buying  ready-made  dresses  and 
demonstrates  how  alterations  may  be  made  successfully  at  home  by  women  who  sew. 

Some  of  the  most  commonly  needed  alterations  for  the  tall-slender,  the  medium-stout, 
and  the  short-plump  types  of  figures  are  illustrated.  One  dress  for  each  figure  type  before 
and  after  alterations  is  pictured  along  with  the  main  steps  in  making  the  alterations  on 
each  dress.  The  film  is  especially  designed  for  extension  workers,  teachers,  and  groups  of 
women  interested  in  knowing  what  constitutes  a  good  fit  and  how  to  achieve  it.  The  film 
was  produced  by  the  Bureau  of  Human  Nutrition  and  Home  Economics  and  the  Motion 
Picture  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.
